| Some Funny Fancies of Aristotle. 


Among other curious zoological state- 
ments of Ar'stotle’s which seem to re-

They feed on dew, and if a person ad- 
vances to them bending his finger and 
then straightening Yhey Wit remain 
more quiet than if the finger is put out 
straight at once, and will climb up the 
finger, for from bad sight they ascend it 
as if it were a moving leaf,” ‘Persons 
who have parasites in the head are less 
subject to headache. Moths are produced 
in the greatest abundance if a spider is 
shut up with them in the wool, for this 
creature be'ng thirsty dries up any mois- 
ture which may be present. Small birds 
during the day fly round the owl—which 


is called admiring it—and as they fly : 


round it they pluck out its feathers.” 
‘*The anthus” (some bright colored bird) 
‘is an enemy to the horse, for it drives 
the horse from its pasture and eats the 
grass; it imitates the voice of the horse 
and frightens it by flying at it, but when 
the horse catches ithe kills it.” ‘‘Ifany 
one takes hold of.a she-goat by the lon;

“The hawk, though carnivorous, does 
not eat the hearts of the birds it has 
killed.” ‘*The jay has many varieties of 
voice; it utters a different tone, so to 
speak, every day.” ‘‘The goat-sucker 
flies ugainst the she-goats and sucks them, 
whence its name.

At certain times they never run 
to the east or west, always north or 
south.” ‘*The sow gives the first teat to 
the first little pig that is born.” ‘‘When 
a serpent has taken its food, it draws 
itself up till it stands erect upon its tail.”

Wihes of the Ancients. 


' The celebrated ancient wines seem 
rather to have been syrups or cxtracts 
thin wines. They were undoubtedly 
sweet and little fermented, and Chaptal, 
in his ‘‘Elements of Chemistry,” declares 
it to be impossible to suppose that they 
could have obtained any spirit, or pos- 
sessed, in consequence, any especially 
intoxicating properties. The wines so 
valued by the Greeks and Romans con- 
tained much saccharine matter and little 
alcohol. Aristotle says the wines of Ar- 
cadia were so thick, either by boiling or 
by adulteration, that they dried up in 
the goat skins, and the people would 
scrape the dried material off and dissolve 
it in water. The thick and fat wines 
of Chios, Thasos Lesbos and Crete were 
_ probably of this character, 

_ The pitched and pickled wines are 
doubtless the wines the Romans kept to 
such extraordinary age. Horace boasts 
of drinking some seventy years old, and 
one kind is said to have been kept in 
Rome more than 100 years. The cele- 
brated Opimian wines, which took the 
name of the consul whe lived when they 
were first made, are spoken of by Pliny 
as having been preserved until his time, 
nearly 200 years, and 80 excellent were

HIGH SCHOOL. 


UVISCRIMINATION’ AGAInst' FF- 
MALE~ GRADUATES. 


There is considerable uneasiness 
among the young ladies expecting 
to graduate next June from the 
High School as to the number to 
be admitted to the Normal School. 
This feeling is not confined alone 
to ‘he young ladies, their parents 
and numerous friends are much 
exercised over the announcement 
made to the class by the Principal 
ot the High School, Mr. Cardoza, 
that only fifteen out of the twen- 
ty six in the third year, or graduat- 
ing class, would be admitted to 
the Normal School, the other five, 
making twenty in all, it is uuder- 
stood are to be taken from the 
second year inthe High School. 
It snch a statement is official, it is 
not only anjust to the young la- 
dies constituting the graduating 
class, but is in direct violation of 
the rule governing admission to 
the Normal School, which is as 
follows: “the female graduates of 
the Public High School for colored 
children shall, upon recommenda- 
tion of the Principal of said High 
School, and the Superintendent 
of the colored schools, and the ap- 
proval of thetrustees of the Mi- 
ner Normal Sehool.”” Now there 
is no ambiquity about this clause, 
even to serve as a pretext for set- 
ting aside graduates and admit- 
ting those who have not comple- 
ted the course. The law is spe- 
cific as to graduates, and nothing 
bataclear and defiant disregard 
of its provisions by ‘Trustee 
Brooks, who has charge of tlie 
school. Can pupils from the second 
year be admitted to. the Normal 
School. The question has too im- 
portant a bearing upon the future 
of alarge number of young la- 
dies, whose parents have toiled in 
and out of seagou, and made un- 
told sacrifices to keep them at 
school, to be thwarted by a_ trus- 
tee for reasons if consumated will 
be given to the public. The peo- 
ple lock to trustee Smith, who is 
co-ordinate with Trustee Brooks 
in the control of that school for 
protection and justice to their 
children, and to Trustee Purvis, 
who is amember of the commit- 
tee having that schoo! in charge, 
to see that there is no evasion of 
the law or marking ont process 
carried on in examining the pa- 
pers for admission.

Resignation of the French Ministry. 


On the day following the announcement of 
the French defeat there was a stormy session 
of the French chamber of deputies. Long 
before the hour for the convening of the 
chamber the streets in the neighborhood were 
packed with crowds of excited men, and 


it soon became evident that trouble 
was brewing for the govern- 
ment. A strong force of military 
was on duty to prevent a riot and preserve 


order in the chamber. Notwithstanding this 
precaution, the galleries were crowded with 
men who plainly showed their irritation over 
the defeat at Langson by keeping up a noisy 
discussion and hurling denunciatory epithets 
at the various members of the cabinet and 
their suppor.ers as they entered the chamber, 
some shouting, “Resign! resign!” and ‘““Down 
with the ministry!” 

In the midst of the turmoi) Premier Ferry 
rose to announce the decision of the council 
of ministers. He was greeted with a storm 
of hissess from all parts of the chamber. 
When silence was restored he ented the 
government's request for a cre lit of $4),00),- 
000 on account of the mili operations in 
China. He then moved for appointment 
of a committee to examine and report upon 
the credit, and demanded that the motion be 
given priority. 

He hai barely concluded his remarks when 
a number of deputies of the right sprang to 
their feet, yelling “Down with the wretch!” 
while above the din cou d b>» beard the voice of 
M. Clemenceau as he fairly screamed ‘Trai- 
tors!” and pointed in the direction of the for- 
mer supporters of the government. It was 
some time before order was restored, and had 
it not been for the presence of the troops there 
is hardly any doubt that violence would have 
been done. During this scene in the chamber 
the crowd outside became a howling mob,and 
made several attempts to pass the guards and 
enter the building. 

M. Ferry’s motion was rejected by a vote 
of 308 to 161, and he immediately announced 
the resignation of the entire ministry. This 
was greectel with wild and tumultuous ap- 
plause, and the chamber was then cleared. 

Prior to the vote M. Ferry read the des- 
patches regarding the Langson affair. He 
added that the retreat of the French had 
been effected in perfect order. The seers 
had found themsélves confronted by the 
Chinese forces whose nuinbers it had been im.- 

ible to foresee. The French generals had 
n oblige i to re-enter the Red river delta 
and to maintain the defensive. 

General Negrier, who was wounded at 
Langson,; has been promoted to be general of 
division.

Further official despatches made public at

Death of the Newly-Appointed As- 
sistant Secretary of the Interior. 


Mr. E. D. Clarke, of Vicksburg, Miss., the 
newly appointed assistant secretary of the 
interior, who had been suffering from an 
attack of typho-pneumonia for about ten 
days, and who was considered out of danger, 
had a sudden and severe relapse about mid- 


night of the 22d, and expired at 4:15 o'clock 
the next morning. 

Mr. Clarke was a native of Mississippi, and 
about forty years of age.

thought should be free and un! rammeled, such 
things savored of barbarism. It was the duty 
of a physician, especially of a health officer, 
to con om publicly any remedy which be 
knew to be injurious, but it was not right to 
say that he should be debarred from testify- 
ing tothe merits of anything which be knew 
to be good. If this were so, the world would 
not receive the benefit of half the discoveries 
made in art or science. the people ar- 
gued, while the facu ty threatened expulsion 
and talked of time-honored customs, 
professional courtesy and traditions.
